Successful Year 


Mr, J. FE. Brownlee, K.C., president 
and genera] manager, pesented to 
three hundred delegates constituting 
the annual meeting of the United 
Grain Growers Limited a report show- 
ing a satisfactory fiscal year ending 
July 31st, last. Earnings after set- 
ting aside $250,000 for patronage 
dividend on grain receipts of tiie year 
year established at $1,155,180.53, 1o 
which amount was added $95,705.60 
representing ‘profit on disposal of pro- 
perties to give a total] of $1,250,80.1.. 
Deductions from this amount totalling 
$677,809.88 included interest on bonds 
$86,982.49. Director’s fees $9,160, 
counsel and legal fees and remunera- 
tion of salaried directors $55,430, 
Annual meeting expense $21,6977.39 
and provision for depreciation $54,- 
640, Taxes on income were estimated 
at $190,000, leaving $383,076.31 pro- 
fit for the year. Provision for divi- 
dend of 5 percent on capital stock 
amounted to $178,619.25. Discount 
and expenses in respect of bonds is- 
sued during the year and expenses in 
connection with the issue of capital 
stock were wompletely written off to 
the amount of $70,251.36. Eearned 
surplus, account was carried forward 
in the amount of $766,206.55 an in 
crease from the previous year of 
$134,205.30 

The report ‘pointed out tiiat adjust 
ing payments of $786,000 had bee 
made to customers who sold oats and 
barley to the company during tie 
early weeks of the crop year while 
price ceilings were in effect. Addition 
of that amount to provision for divi- 
dends on partonage and on share 
capital brought the total for distri- 
bution to customers and shareholders 
from the year’s operations of more 
that $1,200,000. 

The balance sheet showed a work- 
ing capital of $2,900,377.38, an addi- 
tion during the year of $852,932.85 of 
which $480,860 arose from issue of 
new capital stock. 

The report stressed the company’s 
recent expansion by purchasing more 
than one hundred elevators, mainly in 
Saskatchewan, bringing the total in 
the three prairie provinces to more 
than €25. In addition terminals are 
operated Port Arthur and Vancouver, 
The year was rescribed as one, of the 
most notable in the company’s his- 
tory.

Labor Survey 


Shows Canada 
At High Peak 


OTTAWA.—Canadian employment 
has hit another new peak. 

In its 12th quarterly survey of the 
country’s labor force, the Bureau of 
Statistics estimated that 5,042,000 
persons were working in the first 
week of September. 

That's the biggest number ever to 
hold jobs in Canada, It was a boost 


of 34,000 from a year previously, 


And, at the same time, the Bureau 
estimated the number of unemployed 
had dropped to 67,000, representing 
decreases from last year and. the 
year before, 

Of thcse employed, the Bureau 
calculated 3,932,000 were men and 
1,100,000 were women. 

The figures are based on a cross- 
section survey of about 30,000 house- 
holds. The labor force is made up of 
civilians of 14 and over who have 
jobs or are looking for work. 


Lake Okanagan 
Dropping For First Time 
Since Spring Flood 


KELOWNA, B.C.—Government en- 
gineers are keeping their fingers 
crossed and hoping Lake Okanagan 
can be lowered another three feet 
before the 1949 freshet, 


The lake has dropped below the 
agreed maximum of 102.5 feet for 
the first time since Mission Creek 
and other valley streams flooded last 
June, : 

The drop came after 147 days of 
flood conditions, 

Engineers have removed the lip 
of Okanagan Falls and straightened 
the Okanagan River bed south of 
Penticton to reduce flood conditions. 
Now they will try to lower Skaha 
Lake a foot to increase the river's 
flow and allow more water to flow 
over Penticton dam. 

Action on the special flood control 
committee report was promised by 
R. D. Browne-Clayton, Coalition 
candidate in the Nov. 29 by-election. 

The Okanagan fruit grower told 
electors he will work for the imple- 
mentation of the report.

First Developed In 1938 

First link in the chain of develop- 
ment leading to the new variety took 
place in 1938, when experts crossed 
Thatcher, one of the most-used 
grades on the prairies, with an early 
ripening variety known as Brandon. 

By the spring of 1947, there were 
225 bushels of Saunders seed. These 
were carefully grown under control 
at experimental stations at Beaver- 
lodge and Lacombe in Alberta and 
Melfort in Saskatchewan as well as 
at the central experimental farm in 
Ottawa. 


From the original 225 bushels, a 
harvest of 5,700 bushels of seed was 
reaped and distributed to 887 wheat 
growers for seeding last spring. Now, 
there are more than 100,000 bushels 
available and these will be distribut- 
ed again next year. 

Ripens Earlier 

In maturity, Saunders ripens four 
to five days earlier than Thatcher. 
This is important to northern areas, 
where there is danger of early frost. 
In yield, it returns 12 to 57 bushels 
an acre against 10 to 50 for Thatch- 
er and is even better when compared 
with Red Bobs, another of the more 
important varieties sown in the west. 

In addition, Saunders is resistant 
to stem rust and loose smut and 
moderately resistant to bunt, black 
chaff and root rot, 

Farmers who planted Saunders 
this year reported surprisingly good 
crops were harvested despite poor 
spring seeding conditions and dry 
weather this summer, In Alberta’s 
Peace River country, it outyielded 
Thatcher three out of four times and 
Red Bobs three out of five. 

Other reports indicated Saunders 
weathered August frosts in some 
areas better than Red Bobs.

Electricity 


Electricity is one of the most bene- 
| ficial of modern conveniences but it 
must be treated with respect, A 
second’s carelessness may mean disas- 
‘| ter. E. B, Martin, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, warns of the danger 
of working with electric appliances 
or wiring ih damp locations, In_the 
besemenf, livestock buildings, and 
pump house, damp floors can produce 
an excellent ground. In the event 
of shock while standing on this 
moisture, the person involved is suhe 
ject to the full effect of the charge, 

Care with electricity in bath room 
and kitchen is essential Never switch 
on electricity while in the bath. If you 
keep electric heaters, radios, or aime 
Alar appliances out of the bath room 
there wil] be no danger of their fall- 
ing into the tub and electrocuting the 
occupant. The Alberta Electrica] 
prote:tion Act states that plug re 
ceptacles shall not be installed in 
the bath room. In the kitchen, never 
pick crumbs out of plugged-in hot 
‘plate or toaster with a knife or other 
metal object. More than one serious 
‘accident has resulted from this cause, 

Keep all appliance cords in good re- 
pair. If they become frayed or worn, 
‘replace them before they cause fire 
or shock. On no account run extension 
wires underneath varpets or through 
curtains. 

The fuse is one of the most im- 
portant parts of the wiring circuit. It 
js there for your protection. It guards 
against overloads and abnormally 
high changes which might heat ° the, 
wiring circuit. For the safety.of your 
family and your buildings, use fuses 
of the correct size and maintain then 
in working order, If a fuse is plugged 
or in any way short circuited, it 
offers no protection whatsoever. Fuses 
are not expensive; keep a supply In 
reserve. 

If fire occurs, shut off the electriv- 
ity leading to the building involved. 
“The first impulse is to pour wafer 
‘on the fire, but if water is thrown 
pn wires that are carrying electricity, 
‘the full force of the voltage will be 
directed throwgh the water to the 
thrower, Shut off the electricity 
first.
